GREAT VIRGINIAN.

The unveiling of the statue of John
Warwick Daniel at Lynchburg Wednesdaywas not only a great event in
that city, but it has animated thousandsin the Old Dominion who, while
absent in the flesh were present in

spirit. Virginia since colonial days
has been adding to her galaxy of

the great, and in his early rr.an1hood it was apparent that Daniel was

destined for a pedestal in the Hall of
Fame. Professor William M. Thornton,of the University of Virginia, de_
livered the oration. It was listened
to with close attention and, being
published in full, is being read with
interest everywhere.

JohnWarwick Daniel wielded a

power over an audience possessed by
but few men. His flights of oratory
were electrical and his auditors bent
forward to catch his words. He often
appeared in Alexandria, ana uiu announcementthat he was coming alwaysfilled Armory Hall, the Opera
House, or the Confederate Veterans'
banqueting hall.
He delivered the oration at the dedicationof the Washington Monument

February 22, 1885, and many Alexandriansand people from the surroundingcountry walked to Washington ori

1hat occasion.
During the memorable campaign »f

1888 John S. Barbour was the chairmanof the state democratic committeewith his headquarters in Alexandria.Daniel was the Patrick Henry
of that jlay when the democratic
party was passing through its ordeal.William Mahone headed the
u-adjustcr party which then dominatedVirginia. The political geneialsh'pof Barbour and the eloquence of
Daniel brought the party from the
cloud which had icttled over it and
wrested the Old Dominion from the
hands of 1 ho organization which had
iron at the head if its affairs for
four years.
1 he Prcsii'oaliol compaign of the

following year, which resulted in the
(Ifi tion of Grove. Cleveland, afforded
Daniel and Barbour another oppor-
tunity to display their powers. The
former was rewarded with a Senatorialtoga and the same honor was laterconefrred upon Barbour.
Many now living: remember the

appearance of Daniel in the Opera
House after the triumph of the democraticparty in the Presidential election.The audience at times lost
their heads. The speaker was at his
best and his flow of soul entranced
his hearers. The gallery was packed
with ladies whose enthusiasm was

unbounded .The speaker while at
times pathetic, manifested also a

vein of humor, and as an answer
to the complaints of some that the
party was not using the official axe

fast enough. Daniel told the yarn
about the farmer who was using a

stump extractor. One of his neighborstold him he was working the
instrument slowly.
